They have a mem- 
bership altogether of about 200. Pastor 
Miller, who came with his people from 
Rassia, is very popular among his Hock, and 
wields over them, a mighty influence for 
good. The most of these people are be- 
giuning with very little money, but with

FIRE. 


An alarm of fire was sounded at 6 o'clock 
this morning, the occasion being a fire in 
Hugh McPhee’s stable on Jasper avenue,one 
block west of the Hudson's Bay store. 8. 
F. McCauley’s team was at the engine house 
promily and steam was up before the engine 
reached the tank at the Hudson's Bay store, 
where water had to be taken from. The 
hose was laid quickly and a stream of 
water turned onin about ten minutes after 
the alarm sounded. The fire was soon 
under control, and the logs of the building 
are still standing. The fire is supposed to 
have been caused by the carelessness ofa 
man working with McPhee, as the former 
had fed the-horses at 5 o'clock aud there was 
no fire then. The man got up about six and 
went to the stable, and shortly afterwards 
came into the house and informed McPhee 
that the stable was on fire. lt was then too 
late to put the fireout. The horses were 
gotout safely and some of *he contents of 
the stable, but about 100 bushels of oats 
were burned. Had it not been for the fire 
engine the house would certainly have been 
burned. The oats are the principal loss, as 
the stable was of very little value. The fire- 
men and citizens turned out promptly and 
the engine and hose were well handled, but 
the latter having to be hauled a long dis- 
tance by hand was very wearisome to the 
men. The chemical also was taken up by 
hand and was the first at the fire.

manner as the general Munici;al taxes such «wme as 
will be sufficient in each case to cover the apouel 
inte. est at the rate of six per cent. per annum upon 
the amount of the cost, and form « sinking fund for 
the payment of the prit:cips! auwount thereof, esti. 
mating the rate of interest on ihe ivvestment of the 
sinking fund at five per cent., capitalized yearly.

DISAPPOINTING ESTIMATES.

Mr. Foster has attacked our expenditure 
with open-knife when nothing short of a 
buzz-saw would have sufficed. The coun- 
try is threatened with a thumping deficit. 
Now there are only three ways of meeting 
a deficit. One is to clap on more taxation ; 
a second it to run deeper into debt; and a 
third is not to spend more money than we 
have. The first of these progammes is im- 
possible in the present temper of the people; 
the second is recklessly improvident when 
we already have a debt that costs us over 
twelve millions ayear to leok after ; and the 
third is hopelessly abandoned on the first 
estimates which Mr. Foster has brought 
down. 

What then do the government propose to 
do? The only sane and patriotic course 
would be to revise and curtail their own esti- 
mates. It is all very well to plead that this 
would be very, very difficult under the cir- 
cumstances ; but our expenditure must be 
brought within the four corners of our 
income at some time—and the sooner, the 
easier. Our people have no intention of 
taxing themselves more heavily in order that 
the Government may build Curran bridges 
and Quebec harbor works with a freer hand. 
It is less taxation and not more that the 
country is clamoring for ; and if the Finance 
Minister goes abroad to add more millions 
to the public debt, he will be followed by 
suspicion and disapproval. He may as well 
bring the guillotine down upon pet expnedi- 
tures now as at any time.

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RAILWAY RATES REPORT. 


| The report of the commissioners, Messrs. 


| Archibald, Allison and Schaeffer, appointed 
| to investigate the complaints against the 
|C. P. R., on account of freight rates in

| has been laid on the table of the house of 
commons. It is entirely against the com- 
| plaints as not being well founded in any 
| particular. They say that some of the 
heaviest shippers in Winnipeg had no com- 
plaint to make, and there was an almost 
| entire absence of complaints from the heavy 
| freight handlers. Ail shippers are on the 
same footing, they find, and no discrimina- 
tions exist. They add that a comparison of 
schedules does not bear out the charges that 
io rates in Manitoba and the Northwest 
Territories are either *‘ exorbitant or ex- 
cessive.” On the contrary they are ex- 
ceedingly favorable, as compared with the 
rates of American roads, in excess of the 
| average rate charged on cotresponding
